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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the metallic contact, 
preferably a spring, exiting from the housing of the boiler and contacting with said 
metallic disc, according to claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

Content of Specification 

3. There are no headings or titles in the specification. It is suggested that the 
applicant follow the information provided below to amend the specification accordingly.

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the word 



'continuos 1 in column 1, lines 16 and 26 is spelled wrong. It should read 'continuous'. 
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Column 3, lines 15 and 18 both refer to figure 3. The latter should read 'figure 4' instead 
of 'figure 3'. The same reference number 3 is used for 'a probe body' in column 3, line 
25 and for 'a Teflon joint' in column 4, line 24. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: According to MPEP 
§608.01 (m), "Each claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a period. Periods 
may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations." 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the electric contact" in the 5 th and 6 th lines of the 
claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 1 further recites the limitation "the signal" in the second to last line of the 
claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

Claim 2 contains the trademark/trade name Teflon. Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or 
product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope 
is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of 
goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not 
identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the 
present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe material of the joint 
and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

10. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The applicant discloses "a metallic contact, preferably a spring, exiting from the 
housing of the boiler and contacting with said metallic disc." It is clear from figure 6 that 
probe (4) is the only part exiting from the housing of the boiler but it is clear from figure 
2 that probe (4) is not contacting metallic disc (7). Also, probe (4) is not a spring. There 
is no other description of such a metallic contact, anywhere else in the Specification. As 
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a part of the instant invention, there are many different possibilities of having a metallic 
contact that is exiting from the housing of the boiler and is contacting with the metallic 
disc. Therefore, on the basis of what is set forth in In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737, 8 
USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988), it would require undue experimentation to 
implement such a metallic contact to practice the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

12. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Innes et al. (US 
Patent 5,943,908 henceforth "Innes").

element of claim 1 and therefore anticipates this claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

U.S. Patent 6,065,336 to Liang (henceforth "Liang") 
U.S. Patent 6,289,731 to Lo (henceforth "Lo") 

Liang teaches a disc-element with holes for screws but fails to disclose an 
electric contact of the disc-element. 

Lo teaches a probe to detect liquid-level but he fails to disclose a spring for an 
electric contact.
